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DETAILED ACTION 

This is the initial Office Action based on the application filed on December 5, 2003. 
Claims 1-6 are currently pending and have been considered below. 

Claim Rejections • 35 USC §112 

1 . The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claims 1-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to comply 
with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter, which 
was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one 
skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had 
possession of the claimed invention. The Applicant's disclosure suggests embodiments 
that are related to prior arts but fails to disclose the Applicant's invention. 

2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter, which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 

for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 

regards as the invention. The Examiner is not clear at what speed the test is performed 
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because the claim recites "a method at-speed testing" and "memory accesses happen 
at twice a clock frequency . .." 

Claims 2-6 inherit the 35 U.S.C. 112, first and second paragraph issues of the 
independent claim 1 by virtue of their dependency, and therefore may not be further 
examined with respect their individual merits. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 101 

3. 35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of 
matter, or any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the 
conditions and requirements of this title. 

Claim 1 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed invention lacks 
patentable utility. The claim recites "a method for at-speed testing in a memory built-in- 
self-test (BIST)" but fails to disclose where and how the test is performed. 

Drawings 

4. The subject matter of this application admits of illustration by a drawing to 
facilitate understanding of the invention. Applicant is required to furnish a drawing 
under 37 CFR 1.81(c). No new matter may be introduced in the required drawing. 
Each drawing sheet submitted after the filing date of an application must be labeled in

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5. The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1.83(a). The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the "Bist circuit" must 
be shown or the feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). No new matter should be 
entered. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in 
reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended 
replacement-drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate 
prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure 
number of an amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure 
is to be canceled, the appropriate figure must be removed from the replacement sheet, 
and where necessary, the remaining figures must be renumbered and appropriate 
changes made to the brief description of the several views of the drawings for 
consistency. Additional replacement sheets may be necessary to show the renumbering 
of the remaining figures. Each drawing sheet submitted after the filing date of an 
application must be labeled in the top margin as either "Replacement Sheet" or "New 
Sheet" pursuant to 37 CFR 1.121(d). If the examiner does not accept the changes, the 
applicant will be notified and informed of any required corrective action in the next Office 
action. The objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

6. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
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A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign 
country or in public use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of 
application for patent in the United States. 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent published under section 
122(b), by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for 
patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United 
States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an international 
application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects for 
purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the 
international application designated the United States and was published under Article 
21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

According to the Examiner's interpretations: 

7. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Irrinki et al. 
(US 5,987,632) . 

Claim 1 : Irrinki et al. discloses a method for at-speed testing in a memory built-in-self- 
test (BIST) when memory accesses happen at twice a clock frequency comprising: 
generating addresses (e.g. item 220, fig. 2, col. 5, lines 28-40.) for read/write operations 
at twice the clock frequency; generating data (e.g. item 230, fig. 2, col. 5, lines 40-45) 
for write operations at twice the clock frequency; and generating expected outputs for 
read operations at twice the clock frequency (col. 5, lines 45-52). 

8. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Parulkar (US 
6.769.081 BP. 

Claim 1 : Parulkar discloses a method for at-speed testing in a memory built-in-self-test 
(BIST) when memory accesses happen at twice a clock frequency comprising: 
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generating addresses (e.g. col. 16, lines 30-42) for read/write operations at twice the 
clock frequency; generating data (e.g. col. 11, lines 18-29) for write operations at twice 
the clock frequency; and generating expected outputs for read operations at twice the 
clock frequency (col. 9, lines 28-37).
